That is all! And why? 

One of the main reasons is no 
doubt the hai] storm in 1935, with) its 
terrific destruction. But aside from 
this, there must be others. Why can 
other towns have these things and 
not Gleichen with its wonderful facil- 
ity the pressure irrigation system? 

But without further discu:sing 
the reasons behind our failure of the 
past, let us examine at least thre< 
proposals which are to come up for 
debate at the Board of Trade micet- 
ing and which it is hoped is to be 
followed by some action.

No. 1 Northern or better. 

Improvement in live stock finishing 
(was noticable in the percentage of 
‘elect’ hogs’ marketed—32.56 pr 
cent as against only 6.05 per cent 
six years previously. 

All records were broken by Alber- 
ta sugar beet growers during 1938, 
They, produced 251,000 tons of beets, 
which in turn produced 1,330,000—a 
sweet little return. in any sugar mans 
language. 

In other branches of agriculture 
Alberta farmers made gains. They 
stood first’ in all. wool marketings, 
second in sheep, swine and cattle, 
third in calves. Dairymen, poultry- 
men, beekeepers and fur farmers all 
registered fine scores for the year. 

Departure of Albortas travelling 
clinic on its annual crusade against 
sickness is attracting attention. 
This unique enterprise is only one of 
many that have been established in 
Alberta, and the general policy of 
taking medicine to the people in 
rural] areas has brought enquiries 
from many parts of the world. 

Recently thie provincial department 
of health was invited to assist the 
dominion in the establishment of a 
new health division which is to oper 


tite in close collaboration ‘with the 
various provincial units, along the 
lines mapped out by Alberta, 

Extension of the district nursing 
service, which for years has done Te- 
markable work in pioneer areas, has 
also won approval. The legislature 
voted funds sufficient to cover the 
operations of 80 nurses as compared 
with the 18 who have carried on this 
great work, ay 

In the field of health education, 
new records have been, made by Al- 
berta. A) series of better health days 
will be held this summer and the 
health unit movement will be for- 
warded. Last winter the official 
lecturer held 218 meetings with a 
total attendance of 18,726 persona, 
educational films have been purchased 
too, and in the last three years 24 
reels have been shown to interested 
citizens of the province. 

Encouraging news of the week is 
that during the past six months 79 
joint stock companies have been 
registered in the province. New in- 
dustries established number 81, and 
in addition, 14 industries report ex- 
pansion programs due to the increas- 
ing demand for their products. The 
data is recorded in an Alberta Natur.

The time for summer  fallowing, 


that most essential operation of west- 
ern argiculture, is with us again. 


Summerfallowing is an ancient 


practice. In most countries it is prac- 
ticed only to destroy, weeds, for weeds 
are a most effective |:

In Western ‘Can- 
ada, however, summerfallowing is 
usually done for an even more im- 
portant reason, which is to conserve 
an extra year’s supply of moisture, 
and so gain a better assurance offa 
crop the following year.

Among the more pleasing sights 
that greeted the eyes of Their Ma- 
jesties as they entered the legisla- 
tive buiding was the gorgeous dis- 
play of blossoms and foliage banked 
around a flood lit, playing fountain 
in the rotunda beneath the dome... It. 
was a thing of beauty, and all day 
Wednesday sind Thursday visitors to 
the building paused to admire this 
lovely tribute to the Royal Couple.

At the east side of the rotunda a 
splendid exhibit of Alberta furs was 
on display Prepared by the game 
branch of the department of agricul- 
ture, the furs included timber wolf, 
beaver, badger, mink, lynx, buffalu, 
marten, ermine, silver, cross and red 
fox. Three mounted heads of bighorn, 
mountain goat and timber wolf com- 
pleted the display. 

University week opened synonym- 
ously with th Royal Visit, and a 
number of earnest Albertans came 
to Edmonton to enjoy both attrac- 
tions. Eight days of recreation and 
education are offered, including lec- 
tures in agriculture,household science 
and handicrafts, Scholarships and

Should Be Settled 

At the time of writing the Metis have not released for publication the 
15 point program which they drafted as a memorial to the federal govern- 
men, so that it is impossible to say what is their own solution of the problem, 

It appears, however, that it is a problem which must and should be 
solved, not only in the interests of the half breeds themselves, but in the in- 
terests of all whom they contact, at a joint conference between Federal and’ 
provincial authorities. 

What such a conference would decide as the proper solution of the 
problem can only be a matter of conjecture, but, in view of the type of life 
to which they are best suited, it would seem advisable that reservations be 
created for them in the northern part of the provinces where they could 
live under conditions which would enable them best to care for themselves. 

In any event the problem is serious enough to demand immediate and 
effective attention, especially in the light of the self evident fact that im- 
proved conditions for others will be of little or no benefit to the mete 
population.

‘Machine 


Entirely New Method 


Of Walnuts An Hour 


A new method of shelling walnuts 
recently developed at the University 


of California, uses an explosion to| 


burst the shells. The shelling opera- 
tion, which is done by machine, con/ 
sists of passing the walnuts over a 
cireular saw which cuts an opening 
through’ the shell; blowing explosive 
gas-air mixture into the nut; and fin- 
ally passing the nut through a flame 
which explodes its gaseous content. 
This method of breaking shells 
ayoids fracturing the nut meats, 
which are not affected by the-explo- 
sive. The machine in which this 
series of operations is accomplished 
opens about 900 pounds of walnuts 
per hour.—Scientific American.
